Would Serve Public Rather 
Than Either Side 


Conciliation Near End; Big 
Stick May Follow 


Congress to Back President

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10. — On 
the eve of two meetings to con- 
sider the latest proposal of Pres- 
dent Harding to settle the railroad 
strike—one of the executives in 
New York and the other of the or- 
ganized railroad union leaders 
here—an analysis of the attitude of 
the President on the whole rail- 
road problem is ot paramount in- 
terest.

“It is further set forth that the 
fourth paregraph of Article XXVII 
of the Mexican constitution of 
1917, referring to petroleum and 
other subsoil substances, cannot be 
considered to be retroactive, ‘as it 
does not injure previous and legi- 
timately acquired rights,’ but it is 
apparent tnat the application of 
the prin-iple thus declared must 
depend upon what fs considered to 
be an ‘acquired right.’ 

“The five decisions creating the 
precedent in question relate ex- 
clusively to cases of lease contracts 
which were made by owners of 
land for prospecting for and work- 
ing troleum, and it said that 
thereby the privileges of the own- 
ers of the lands ‘were translated 
Into positive acts’ and accordingly | 
the claimants as the lessees or 
holders of these contracts had ac- 
quired rights to the injury of which 
the provision of 1917 for the na- 
tionalization of petroleum could not 
be applied. e inference from 
these decisions is that petroleum 
properties, in process of develop- 
ment before May 1, 1817, when the 
present constitution took effect, are 
protected from a retroactive ap- 
plication of the fourth paragraph 
of Article XXVII. 

“These decisions do 
ever. effectively deal 
rights of American citizens in land 
containing petroleum or other sub- 
soil substances where the lands 
were owned prior to May 1. 1917, 
but had not been developed or as
